Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 5-9, 1 1 -1 4, 1 7-21 , 28, 29, 31 and 35-39 are allowed. The prior art 
failed to disclose the features wherein detecting the incompatibilities comprises 
analyzing session descriptions contained within Session Initiation Protocol (SIP) 
messages exchanged between the client and the service provider; and wherein 
translating the service provided comprises: modifying the session descriptions received 
from the client to match the session descriptions received from the service provider; and 
transmitting the modified session descriptions to the service provider, as recited in 
claims 1 , 14, 17, 19 and 28.
